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Africa has the fastest-growing and 
most youthful population in the world. 
Over 40% are under the age of 1 5 and 
20% are between the ages of 1 5 and 24. 

These statistics present a serious 
challenge. Can Africa seize the 
opportunities being presented, or do 
Africa's youth constitute a ticking, 
demographic time-bomb? 


African Development Bank Report, 2014 
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Nigeria is projected to be the 
world's third most populous 
country by the year 2050, according 
to a report released by the UN 
Department of Economic and 
Social Affairs. With a growth rate of 
2.6%, with more than half its people 
under 30 years of age, the 
population is projected to hit circa 

400 million. 


Nigerian youth have been constitutionally 
excluded from seeking top elective 
positions. Nigeria's 1999 constitution 
stipulates that the president has to be at 
least 40, while senators and state 
governors have to be aged 35 or above. 

But with an increasingly young 
demographic in Africa's most populous 
nation and a majority of voters (55.4 
percent) in the 18-35 age group, the 
restriction is seen as unfair.
